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THE DEPUTIES 
Prof. Brodetsky’s Mission 


Professor Brodctsky, President of the Board of 
Deputies, made a statement on his recent visit to 
the U.S.A.. when he presided at a meeting of the 
Board held at Woburn House on Sunday. 

His mission, he stressed, was based upon the 
strong feeling that the time hadf/ come for the 
different Jewries to see whether they could not 
consult and co-operate with reggrd to the present 
and post-war problems of tfe Jewish people. 
Therefore, he had discussed Matters with such 
bodies as the American Jgfish Conference, the 
American Jewish Committee, and the World Jewish 
Congress, and he had met the President of the 
Agudas Israel Organisation. 

it had been agreed between a number of repre- 
sentatives of the American Jewish Conference, the 
World Jewish Congress, and the Board of Deputies 
to accept the principle of consultation and co- 
operation and to recommend cach to their own 
members a meeting of representatives as soon as 
possible to consider the question of procedure, -with 
an invitation to any other Jewries that might wish 
to join statement’ that was drawn up by 
the three sof had to be considered first by the 


Committeds of the. Board, and then recommenda- 
tions would be submitted to the Board. 

Professor Brodetsky stressed further the need for 
such consultation and co-operation in view of the 
Allies’ decision at Yalta to hold a conference in 
April in San Francisco, which might be the most 
mmportant. conference of all with regard to Jewish 
micrests and have a vital bearing on Jewish happi- 
ness throughout the world. 

tHe had, he concluded, called meetings of twe 
Committees during the luncheon interval that day 
io consider these matters. 

The matter was raised again later, after lunch, 
during the consideration of the report of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee, when Prof. Brodetsky 
said the: Executive Committee and the Foreign 
Affairs Committee had met and had decided to 
ask the Board to accept the following resolution: 

That a committee be sct up of representatives of the 
American Jewish Conference, the Board of Deputies. and the 
World Jewish Congress to work out means whereby consulta- 
tion ‘and co-ordination among themselves and such other 
bodies as are in-agreement with their @cneral policy may 
be most cffectively secured and their common obicctives 
affecting post-war Jewish needs attained.” 

There. was no- intention on the part of these 
three bodies, said the speaker, of representing

PALESTINE BUDGET 
BURDENS 


Time for an Overhaul 


Consultations which. the Palestine Financial 
Secretary, Mr. Robert Scott, has been having with 
representatives of economic, trade, and industrial 
interests, in order to invite their comments on the 
Government proposals for the raising of taxation 
during 1945/46 are not framed with any remedial 
intentions (reports our Jcrusalem correspondent) 
but are designed solely to mobilise further public 
support to mect the anticipated Government deficit, 
which stands at 25 per cent above the present 
budget. 

The estimates for 1945/46 show expenditure 
around £21,000,000 with only £16,000,000 to 
£17,000,000 revenue. 

But one would think that the Palestine Admini- 
stration could frame an equitable fiscal policy 
which would not necessitate the imposing of further 
financial burdens upon the Jewish community— 
because that is what the additional taxation boils 
down to. For one thing, it is high time for a 
thorough probe into the ertire administration here, 
and the wartime necessity for retrenchment offers 
the best occasion. 


Too Many Senior Officials 


I have already pointed in THe CHuronicce, 
more than a year ago, that for so small a country 
as Palestine there are far too many senior officials 
drawing high salaries and excessive allowances. 
The trouble is that the administration here is top- 
heayy. Posts which could very well be filled by 
educated Arabs and Jews are automatically allo- 
cated to Britons, who cost twice as much. in salaries 
and allowances. Morcover, this system has a 
distinct political bias in the breeding of unhealthy 
grievances. among Palestinian officials unable to 
advance through promotion. 

Quite apart from the necessity of retrenchment 
and a complete overhaul of the Civil Service 
appointments policy, however, there is , another 
vital point: the maintenance of an _ extremely 
expensive police force which costs the budget 
almost 30 per cent of its total, It ts all very well 
to argue that domestic seturity conditions make a 
large constabulary imperative. But, after all, Great 
Britain undertook by assuming’ the Mandate to 
safeguard law and order, and underwriting the 
security costs in so far as British: police forces are 
concerned properly falls into the orbit of Imperia! 
finance.

TRADE UNIONS AND

Resolution in Favour of 
Palestine | 


The World Trade Union Conference in London 
last Friday adopted by an overwhelming majority 
a resolution on the Jewish position demanding that 
the Jewish people be enabled to cortinue§ the 
rebuilding of their National Home. - The resolution, 
which was submitted by the Peace Seitlement Com- 
mittee (of which Mr. Berl Locker, who headed the 
Histadrut delegation, was a member) as part of its 
report, is as follows: 

“ This World Conference is of the opinion that after the 
war thoroughgoing femedics must be found through intes- 
national action for the wrongs inflicted on the Jewish people 
Their protection against oppression. discrimination, and 
spoliation in any country must be the responsibility of the 
new international authority The Jewish peoopic must be 
enabled to continue the rcbuildinge of Palestine as then 
National Home, so successfully by tmmigration, 
agriculture, “esettiement. and industrial devcionpment, rcspect- 
ing the legit mate interests of other national groups and giving 
equality of rights and opportunitics to all its inhabitants. — 


Arab Objector 


In the discussion on the report, Mr. J. Astour, 
Palestine Arab delegate, who spoke twice, the second 
time by Special permission of the Con'crence, urged 
the deletion of the sentence regarding Palestine, 
alleging that it was-in contradiction to the prin- 
ciples of the Atlantic Charter and sclf-determina- 
tion which had been accepted by the Conference 
and contending thai Palestine was an Arab couniry. 
He was supported by one of the Indian delegates. 


The speakers who supported the whole resolu-- 


tion included M. Curillo. of Mexico, Mr. Robinson, 
of the United States, and Mr. McGuire, of Canada 

The resolution was carried by an overwhelm- 
ing majority, the delegations of Great Britain, the 
British Dominions, America, the U.S.S.R.. and 
France being in favour of it, while the delegates 
from. India, Gambia, Nigeria, and one of the South 


African organisations voted for Mr. <Asfour's” 


amendment asking for the deletion of the sentence 
on Palestine. 

Mr. Berl Locker has been appointed a member 
of the Continuation Committee of the World Trade 
Union Conference. He is to represent. the trade 
unions: of. the Mediterrancan countries, <A dele- 
gate from C¥prus was appointed as his deputy.

left for years in such camps or prisons, their detention bcing 
extended without hearing or investigation upon secret police 
reports: and whether he will take steps to put an end to such 
measurcs. 

Colonel Stanley replied: “ It will be appreciated 
that recent outrages, culminating in the assassina- 
tion of Lord Moyne, made necessary most drastic 
measures for the suppression of terrorism in Pales- 
tine, including the detention under the Palestine 
Emergency Regulations of persons suspected of 
being the terrorists, or of complicity in terrorism. 
Such cases are periodically reviewed by a Com- 
mittee whose duty it is to advise as to their release 
or further detention. Another Committee is now 
inspecting the camp in which those who have been 
deported -from Palestine are at present detained.” 

r. Grenfell also asked: 

“ Whether the Colonial Scorctary’s attention has been 
drawn to the holding up by the Palestine censorship of cabics 
to and frqm Palestine comtaining nothing connected with mili- 
tary matters: whether he is aware that this has resulted in 
delaying and denying legal assistance to persons concerned:

Association was held at Woburn House on Tuesday.

Viscount Bearsted moved the adoption of the 
report of the General Purposes and Foreign 
Committee, among whose recommendations were 
up of a Finance Committee and a 
Schools Committee, and the appointment of Mrs.

At that time they had also 
helped to emigrate, mostly to the United States, 
and some to South America and some to Pales- 
tine, about 10,000, and since then, until Decem- 
ber 31 last year, they had helped 12,700 to 
emigrate, 

He was recently asked by the Home Office what 
his estimate was of people who would want: to 
emigrate after the war, and after very careful study 
he came to the conclusion that about 12,000 to 
14.000 would want to leave the country, the vast 


7,000 Refugees in British Forces 


He was glad to say’that a large number of their 
refugees had done work of ‘national importance 
and about 7,000 had joined the Forces. The Home 
Secretary had himself paid a tribute to them about 
two months ago, in a reply which he gave in the 
House of Commons, when he pointed out that the 
refugees had helped in every way in the war effort. 

Mr. Schiff said that it was very difficult to say 
what the prospects after the war would be. They 
reckoned that there ought to be about 35,000 refu- 
gees left in this country, allowing for the 12,000 
or 14,000 who were likely to leave. He did not 
expect that any drastic. steps would be taken, and 
they would recall that quite recently, when Lord 
Reading raised the question in the House of Lords, 
the reply from the Leader df the House stated 
that-even countries of temporary refuge would have 
to absorb large numbers of refugees, and that, after 
all, they could not go on sending these unfortunate 
refugees round the world. Therefore, said Mr. 
Schiff, he was hopeful that there would be a solu- 
tion after the war, with some people emigrating and 
a large number being allowed to stay. 

Tributes were paid at the meeting, when a vote 
of condolence was moved, to the memory of Annie 
Landau and of Henrietta Szold, who had died 
within such a short time of each other in Palestine.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


FAITHS 


may come as a surprise to many Jews to learn 
how much Jewish belief has in common with 
that of Christianity, Few Jews or Christians 
have ever cared or wanted to know our common 
, and it is a very spacious domain. So many 

of the differences between us are matters of 
emphasis, not of big antagonisms. If it is true 
that m of the thought of Paul, the real maker 
of the ristian system of faith, is Greek and so, 
to us Jews, heathen, it is none the less true that 
Christianity in its essentials is Jewish in origin and 
remains largely Jewish in character. Between the 
Jewish and Christian belief in God, between their 
respective attitudes towards the Messiah, the Torah, 
the two worlds of this life and the life to come, 
the gulf can never be bridged. No honest Jew or 
honest Christian would dream of attempting it. 
The two religions are poles apart; while to be a 
Jew means still to-day to live as_a continual and 
undaunted protest against the Christian outlook 
on all these tremendous issues. Reconciliation 
between them is impossible, and compromise 
unthinkable. Both Jew afd Christian are quite 
clear about this, so clear that, while some rejoice 
in it, and others regret it, even that great leveller 
Time itself only serves to make the opposition 
between the two religions more definite and more 


permanent. 


ET we tread much common ground, and many 
important things unite us, ‘We have the same 
Bible, in particular, the same _ prophets and 
psalmists, We have the same enemies to-day. We 
have essentially the same idea of the worship of 
God, though the forms—and even not all of those 
—are different. Both religions have a universal 
character, though Jew and Christian have very 
different ideas about universalism. Between the 
Rabbi and the Christian saint, at their noblest and 
best,’ there. is little difference in character or in 
spirit; while the lofty. ethical teachings of the one 
can be very largely paralleled in those of the 
other. Nor is there much that separates the teach- 
ings of Isaiah from the writer of the sermon on 
the mount, Both together include the loftiest type 
of practical socialism that the world has known, 
and an idealism that has never been surpassed. 
But, above all, the aims and ideals of both reh- 
gions are similar, Though the Christian may 
emphasise the belief that the true Kingdom of God 
is m the ‘next world, and the Jew that it is here 
on carth, both alike would strive to see that King- 
dom established in the hearts of men. If the Jew 
emphasises the ideal Justice, and the Christian the 
ideal Love, modern man realises that both are 
needed, and that the one without the other is a 
rversion of human hopes and human needs. If 
th differ as to the highest character of the spiri- 
tual life, both seck to train men to attain it. Both 
believe that the spirit of God*can and does dwell 
in’ man, though we Jews call it the “ Shechina,” 
and Christians call it the “ Holy Spirit.” We both 
believe alike that peace on earth and goodwill 
towards all men is a dynamic impulse, a ‘tremen- 
dous need, for human happiness. If Christianity 
has failed far more miserably than Judaism to 
establish these forces, they are still foremost among 
spiritual aims to the true Jewish as to the true 
Christian minds of this or any day. 


ES, indeed, we tread many common paths; and 
the present writer calls to mind the closing 
sentence of an essay by one of the greatest of 
modern Jewish saints and thinkers, who had been 


describing how the two religions came finally to 


be separated, once and forall, into two different 
camps: “im Abraham's bosom each would be 
surprised to find the other. But God, who is above 
and beyond these human limitations,’ is not. sur- 
prised. at all.” "We may ask Jew and Christian, 
both, whether they agree that this is true. What 
would be, what could be, their answer? Surely the 

- And if their answer reproaches the Chris- 
tian far more deeply than it does the Jew, for 
Jewish life has never been a living denial of this 
holy fact, we may be sure that the noblest types 
of both religions find in this belief a conimon 
bond, a supreme bond, in which both Jew and 
Gentile, as children of the One God, become 
chaverim—comrades—as. they have not been for’ 
nearly two thousand years. 

Mithons of Jews in the world hope that Palestine 
will enable us to become a. nation once again. 
From being a wandering people, the Jew himself 
will become one of the Goyim—the nations. Per- 
haps then the old strangeness of Jew in the eyes 
of the Christian and of Christian in the eyes of 
the Jew will be forgotten, and through a new know- 


ledge and a deeper understanding by each of the 


other.s mentality and faith, the two forces. which 


~ must and will lead the world to righteousness and 


enduring peace will live and fight, suffer and rejoice 
side by side. God, at least, will never 
misunderstand.

Palestine Movement 


MEMORANDUM TO LORD 
HALIFAX 


U.S. Zionists’ Delegation 


A committee representing the American 
Jewish Conference, the American Zionist Emer- 
Council, and the Jewish Agency visited the 

ritish Ambassador, Lord Halifax, in Washington 
last Friday (reports the J.T.A.) and submitted to 
him a memorandum urging the British Government 
to open the gates of Palestine in order to admit 
large numbers of Jews from liberated European 


countries. 

Lord Halifax promised to transmit the plea to 
the Foreign Office “ with the recommendation that 
it should be given the most urgent sympathetic 
consideration.” 

The delegation was composed of Dr. stoenen 
S. Wise, Mr. Hayim Greenberg, Dr. Nahum Gold- 
man, Rabbi Dr. Israel Goldstein, and Mr. Louis 
Lipsky. The memorandum points out that large 
numbers of ‘impoverished Rumanian Jews are 
clamouring to be allowed to go to Palestine, and 
denounces the plan to send !,670 Jews who have 
been released from German camps and are now in 
Switzerland to Unrra camps in Algeria instead of 
to Palestine. 


ZIONIST CONFERENCES IN EUROPE 


First in Italy Since 1938 


An appeal to the Pope and to the leaders of 
the democracies to act in order to save the surviv- 
ing Jews’ in German-held areas was issued at the 
closing session in Rome of the recent Italian 
Zionist Conference, the first to be held since 1938, 
when Mussolini introduced anti-Jewish laws. 

Gratitude was expressed for the help given Jews 
by Italian Catholics and by the Catholic Church 
during the German occupation, enabling many to 
escape death and deportation. Also thanked were 
the liberating Allied troops, the Jewish soldiers in 
the Allied Armies, and the Palestinian units of the 
British Forces.- 

The delegates adopted a resolution asking for 
the opening of Palestine to unrestricted Jewish 
immigration and colonisation and for the estab- 
lishment of a Jewish Commonwealth. 

Discussing the problems of relief, the Conference 
thanked the American Joint Distribution Commit- 
tee and the Jewish Agency for the aid given Italy's 
distressed Jews and paid special tribute to the 
J.D.C.’s support of training farms for youths 
planning to settle in Palestine. 


French Zionist Conference 


A resolution requesting the immediate establish- 
ment of a Jewish State withia the historic bound- 
aries of Palestine and the transformation of the 
Jewish Agency into a Provisional Government, was 
unanimously adopted at the Sixth Congress of the 
General Zionist Party of France, which has been 
held in Paris, reperts the J.T.A. 

The resolution further urges the formation of 
a Jewish national Army in Palestine and the imme- 
diate opening of the gates of the country for mass 
immigration under the sole control of the Pro- 
visional Government, which, it declares, should also 
be recognised as the only representative of the 
Jewish people at the peace conference. 


Rumanian Zionist Library Founded 


The Bucharest Zionist Organisation has founded 
a Zionist “historical library which (states our 
Balkans correspondent) has been named after 
Dr. Niemiroyer, the late Rumanian Chief Rabbi. 
On the occasion of the formal establishment of 
these archives, Mr. Rohrlich, President of the 
Rumanian Zionist Organisation, stated that the 
Rumanian Jews had been. saved through the brave 
Red Army and the Allies, as well as democrats in 
Rumania. 

The Rumanian Jews were a part of the few 
Jewish communities which had survived the catas- 
trophe, he continued, and their task, side by side 
with the Jewish settlements in Palestine and the 
Jewish community of the Western world, was the 
spiritual and cultural raising again of the European 
Jews.

“THE ‘KARLSBAD’ OF THE 
MIDDLE EAST” 
A Reply to Criticism 


From Mr. HYMAN CEN (Chairman, Palestine 
Citrus, Lid.) 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sin,—Mr. Arthur Kay's attack on the scheme 
that I ventured to outline in the interview you 
kindly published in your issue of February 2, are 
best answered by a plain statement of the facts in 
relation to the points raised. 


(I) The Poria Plateau is situated onc-and-a-quarter miles 
south of the Hot Springs of Tiberias and is recognised as a 
suburb of the city of Tiberias (sec Vilnay’s “ Guide to 
Palestine,” 1941, Hebrew Edition). ‘When, therefore. one 
speaks of the area as “a famous health spa from Biblical 
times,”” it is the Tiberias area as a whole which is meant and 
not any particular section of it. 

(2) Mr. Kay has been misinformed as to the history of 
Poria. Portia was resettled as recently as 1940 by a group of 
young people of *‘ Hanoar Haoved.”’ who established them- 
scives successfully in the fitmly and permanently 
are the words used in the Guide. 

The only other settlement on Poria of which there is record 
dates back to 1912 and not to “ some twenty years ago,”’ as 
Stated by Mr. Kay, who is cqually misinformed as to the 
causes for its abandonment, which he attributed to “ lack of 
water and the distance from Tibcrias."" The main cause was 
the outbreak of the world war in 1914, when the entire tegion 
was widely depopulated by enforced Turkish evacuations. 
The water difficulty has been largely overcome and there is 
to-day a plentiful water supply; the distance from Tiberias is 
as given in the paragraph above. 

(3) Mr. Kay goes on to inform your readers that the waters 
of Tiberias.are a private concession, “‘ run by an established 
company, which provides all the amenities visitors to the 
Springs could require.” Mr. Kay will presumably agrée 
then that the company is, therefore, the best judge on the 
maticr, and the fact is that this company is an active 
Participator in the scheme for the development of the Poria 


. Plateau on the lines outlined in my interview. 


(4) Mr. Kay next raises the two familiar bogies—what he 
calls the ** Wild West "” of Palestine and the danger of Arab 
attacks. In point of fact, the Tiberias area has been singularly 
free from serious Arab attacks even during the most serious 
riots, and Poria is not only a suburb of Tibefias but is itscif 


, Surrounded by at least twelve well-established Jewish settic- 


mcems, including Kinereth, Afikim., Mishmar WHasliclosha 
the two Daganias, Beith Gan, Yavnicl, and the Nathan Laski 
settlement. Most of these are not more than two miles 
away. and the most distant is only five miles from Poria. 
What Palestine thinks of the security of any settlement in 
the area can be gauged from the fact that my company is 


empowered by the leading Palestinian mortgage trusts and . 


other financia) institutions to extend a 70 per cent advance on 
all buildings erected on the Poria Platcau. 

(5) The Poria Plateau is not being put forward as an 
agricultural setiement. Owing to its clevated position, its 
beautiful surroundings, and its fine climate, it is being 
developed as a residential quarter of Tiberias with al! its spa 
amenitics. English Jews are offered the opportunity of 
acquiting a frechold building plot with facilities for building 
their own homesteads in an area which since 1918 has proved 
itself as safe as any in Palestine, and which is in close 
proximity to such strategical positions as the international 
highway, the acrodromes, and Palestine’s biggest 

As I stated in my interview, my company is associ in 
this project with five important financial groups of business 
men in Palestine, South Africa. and America. Before these 
gtoups—theit names are available to any inquirer-—pledged 
theic business reputations and invested the very considerable 
sum of money involved, they not only investigated the 
matier from c¢very angle—egcographical, medical, security 
position, water supply, commercial, and economic—but also 
took: the precaytion of consulting the best Jewish and non- 
Jewish experts on these points.

SOVIET RECOGNITION OF 
ZIONISM ? 


A Hint at the World Trade 
Union Conference 


Two outstanding factors among ‘the circumstances 
leading to the adoption of the Palestine clause by 
the World Trade Union Conference in London are 
seen here (cables our Jerusalem correspondent). 
First: it is deemed of first-class importance that 
the Soviet delegation was among those voting for 
the entire resolution on the Jewish question, thus 
creating a precedent in the Soviet’s attitude io 
Zionism. Anyone knowing of Soviet practice docs 
not believe other than that the vote by the Sovict 
delegates at the Conference was a direct result of 
instructions from the policy-making quarters in the 
Soviet Union. 

It is trGe that since the outbreak of the war 
there have been several instances of hints that 
the Soviet might be considering a revision of its 
attitude towards Zionism, but these have never 
left the orbit of easy courtesy without an attempt to 

rasp the meaning of the Jewish undertaking in 

alestine. 

Although the efforts which the leaders of the 
Jewish institutions have devoted towards achicving 
an understanding with Russia have obviously 
borne prow pone | fruits, it is apparent, too, that 
another and probably more important factor has 
been the complete metamorphosis in Anglo-Sovict 
relations since the war. Russia has always tended 
to regard the Zionist movement as a_ vassal of 
British Imperialism, treating it with the sage sus- 
picion as it viewed Britain for the whole Period 
until the Anglo-Soviet Pact was concluded in 
June, 1941. The Soviet Government now undoubt- 
edly feels that there is no point in discriminating 
against the Jewish national effort in Palestine in 
so far as. its foreign .policy is concerned, in view 
of the changed attitude towards Britain; as far as 
appreciation of the ideological content of Zionism 
and its functioning within Russia is concerned, that 
is a question of home policy which les in an 
entirely different sphere. 


Emigration for Liberated Jews? 


But this does not diminish the importance of the 
most vital issue as far as Zionism and the remnants 
of Jewry in the liberated areas of Europe under 
Soviet influence are concerned—namely, the possi- 
bility of their departure to Palestine, notwithstand- 
ing the obstacles placed in their way by local 
Jewish Communists. 

Some quarters here, without having anything deti- 
nite to substantiate their theory, are even inclined 
to believe that the Soviet’s vote at the London 
Conference was the outcome of consideration of 
the Palestine question at Yalta. 

Secondly: although on the face of things it may 
be premature to exaggerate the importance of this 
first sign of ‘an official Soviet reorientation towards 
Zionism as a positive gain, none the less the real 
failure of Palestine Arab propaganda cannot be 
underestimated. For months past Arab propagan- 
dists have been assiduously trying to stir up interest 
in the Soviets as a new-found ally of the Arabs 
in Palestine. They have even tried to explou the 
election of the Russian Orthodox Patriarch recenily 
in Moscow, to which the Greek Patriarchs in the 
Middle East were invited, as a point dappui on 
which to sequre Arab political rapprochement with 


ihe Soviets. ' 


Arab newspapers dwelt constantly on the impor- 
tant réle which the Arab Orthodox. laity shovld 
play in this connection and also circulated many 
rumours about the establishment in various 
of Palestine of Arab pro-Soviet committees, which 
have still to make their appearance. ’ 

A mud-slinging campaign was launched against 
Zionism, especially its Labour section, in an effort 
to portray both as an Imperialistic reactionary 
movement jn the eyes of the imaginary new ally. 
They also tried to show that the Soviet influence 
in Eastern Europe and the Balkans would put an 
end to Jewish emigration to Palestine, praising 
this policy as “ real democracy ” and the best pos- 
sible solution of the Jewish problem. 

Thus the Palestine Arab Workers’ Socicty dele- 
gates went to London brimming over with sanguine 
expectations that they would score a resounding 

litical success at the Trade Union Conference.

THE APOSTASY OF ISRAEL ZOLLER 
From Dr. CECIL ROTH 


To the Editor of Tue JEwisH CHRONICLE 


Sir.—I cannot recall when even in recent years 
I have been more profoundly distressed than by the 
news of the apostasy under exceptionally shameful 
circumstances of the Chief Rabbi of Rome. Here 
is no catchpenny, titular Synagogal dignitary, such 
as conversioniets often acclaim, but the spiritual 
head of the oldest Jewish community-of Europe, 
who has disgraced the superb tradition of his 
office and proved falls. to his flock at their hour 
of greatest need. 

I hope that no one will regard this as a reflection 
upon the Italian Rabbinate; Israel Zoller. (that was 
hus origitia! mame) was a Galician by birth, who had 
been received by Italy with characteristic generosity 
and hospitality. He has given as the reason for 
his action the kindliness shown to Italian Jewry 
by the Catholic Church in recent years—for ail 
the world as though this were an argument for 
formerly inacceptable doctrines, or there were: no 
kindliness among the Jews (of all people!) or 
titular Christians had not participated in or con- 
mived at the most horrible atrocities against our 
unhappy coreligionists during the past decade. 

It 1s, however, no secret that Zoller was at logger- 
heads with his community, the lay heads.of which 
disapproved of his perhaps prudent but certainly 
not heroic action in taking refuge in the Vatican 
City. immediately the German terror began in 
Rome. ({talian Jewry proudly recalls those Rabbis 
who stayed with their flocks and suffered with them 
—Riccardo Pacifici of Genoa, Nathan Cassuto of 
Florence, and others besides.) Doubtless, the con- 
tacts he then made have proved useful, and his 
comfort im old age is assured. 

The consequences on his flock, and on Italian 
Jewry as a whole, are likely to. be disastrous. 
Conversionism had already made great inroads 
during the past years, while ignorance is unfor- 
tunately rife. This appalling example, with its 
suggestion of long-continued insincerity, is likely 
to undermine the convictions of very many more. I 
foresee rapid and widespread disintegration, which 
is likely to prove disastrous. Wil! our community, 
sO sensilive to the call of physical suffering, remain 
blind to this fresh symptom of spiritual catastrophe?

RED ARMY HEROISM 
Jews’ Magnificent Exploits 


To-day is Red Army Day, and Jews will joyfully 
this 27th birthday of the Soviet fighting 
forces. For the Jewish in the magnificent 
exploits of the Red Army is one of which they 
may well be proud. fought with distinc- 
tion im every branch the Army, and they are 
to be found in every rank from general to private. 
Nearly 60,000 Jews of the Soviet Union have 
been decorated for valour. Two per cent of all 
Russian awards for bravery have been gained by 
Jews, a greater than that of the 
Jews in the U.S.S.R. Among the 172 nationalities 
and les of Russia, Jews hold fifth i = i for 
r of Orders and Medals awarded. 

The highest decoration for bravery that Russia 
can offer is the title “ Hero of the Soviet Union.” 
Fewer than 6,000 of these titles have been awarded, 
but Jews have carned their full share. 

Among recent awards of this most coveted of all 
honours is one made posthum to 22-year-old 
Lieut. Viadimir Weiser, of the Jewish Autonomous 
Region, who was in command of a ‘tank. 

After the liberation of Kiev the Red Army drove 
the Germans from the Ukraine. The enemy fought. 
back stubbornly. Particularly violent fighting 
occurred at Chepovichi Station. Weiser’s platoon 
was detailed to defend the station. The Germans 
advanced with 40 Tiger and Panther tanks followed 
by infantry. Weiser and his crew greeted them 
with a volley of fire. They destroyed a German 
tank, but their own machine was set on fire. Weiser 
jumped down, extinguished the fire, and carried on 
the unequal fight. He destroyed another tank and 


an armoured car filled with German infantry. The 


Germans then concentrated their fire on his tank, 
which again caught fire. The driver and gunner 
were both severcly wounded. The rest of the 
crew removed their wounded comrades, put out 
the fire, and retu to: their tank, which was 
severely damaged. But the = were still eee 
so Weiser determined to fight to the _ last. € 
knocked out another Tiger and a Panther, but his 
own tank was a sitting target, and the gliant 
officer died at his post. 


Outstanding Courage 
His courage and imtrepidity so inspired the 


remaining Soviet tank crews that the enemy was 
finally driven back. 


Guards Lieutenant Boris Levin has also been: 


awarded the title“ Hero of the Soviet Union” 
for gallantry in action@against the enemy. A fear- 
less flyer, Levin has killed hundreds of Germans, 
destroyed tons of enemy stores, over a hundred 
lorries, eight barges,-and seven trains. 

During the fighting on the Taman Peninsula, 
Levin made 18 daring attacks on the encmy. At 
Sevastopol he took part in 12 raids and m 15 
raids in White Russia. , 

Last May he led seven Ilyushins in an attack 
against enemy vessels in Kazachye Bay, near Sevas- 
topol. The Germans put u | 
and a squadron of German fighters came up to inter- 


.cept. Levin decided on a bold manoeuvre: turning 


out to sea, he climbed to -over 40,000 feet and 
then, with the sun behind him, he dived on his 
target with guns blazing. He destroyed the crew 

a German boat and then turned to the barges 
which the enemy was loading with men and muni- 
tions. The operation was a brilliant success. All 
the barges were sunk and Levin's flight returned 
safely to its base. 

Henrich Hofman, aged 21, started his career 
as an ordinary flyer: to-day he is a “ Hero of the 
Soviet Union.” the holder of cight Orders, and 
Assistant Commander of a squadron of the Sevas- 
topol Stormovik Aviation Regiment. He has fought 
the enemy in the Caucasus, at Kerch in the Crimea, 
and in the Baltic, and has covered himself with 

lory. 

. “ty September, 1943, when the Red Army on the 
North Caucasian Front was storming the strongly 
fortified German defences known as the “ Blue 
Line.’ Henrich led five Plyushins in attack on the 
Germans.

A Pertect Bombing Job 


Several days later Hofman did a perfect job 
of bombing at Visheste Blevskaya point. He biew 
up the stores, bombed the battery and set fire to 
two German headquarters buildings. For these 
operations, Hofman was twice decorated with the 
Order of the Red Star. | 

He again did grand work during the batiles for 
the Crimea. In April, 1944, he blew up several 
German ammunition dumps near Yalta, and in the 
Northern Bay at Sevastopol. For these exploits 


Hofman was decorated with the Order of the Red 


Banner. 

In 17 months of operational activity, 21-year-old 
Guards Lieutenant Simon Hurwitz made 125 flights. 
He has destroyed 30 enemy tanks and 50 guns and 
killed many Germans. He has also blown up 
enemy stores, engines, and trains. He had already 
been decorated three times for gallantry, with the 
Order of the Red Banner, the Alexander Nevsky 
Order. and the Order of the Red Star, when he 
was awarded the title of “Hero of the Soviet 
Union,” with the gold medal of the Order of 
Lenin which goes with it. 

One day two Focke-Wulf 190’s attacked his Com- 
manding Officer's machine and Hurwitz went to 
the rescue. He beat off four attacks, and although 
his ‘plane was damaged, he ain on, enabling his 
superior ‘to get away. Eventually, he succeeded in 
driving off the enemy ‘planes, and then landed 
safely at his base. 

Guards Captain Vladimir Levitan, “ Hero of the 
Soviet Union,” is the leader of a famous squadron, 
and has “ bagged” 23 German ‘planes. Before 
enlisting in the Red Army, Levitan, who is 26 
years of age, was a turner in a Dniepropetrovsk 
plant. 

in a recent attack on enemy bombers, -Levitan 
got on the tail of a German aircraft, and was 
about to finish it off when he was attacked by two 
enemy fighters. A well-aimed burst sent the 
bomber hurtling down, and Levitan then turned on 
his attackers. Manocuvring skilfully, he set fire to 
one ‘plane.

Otto Komoly, President of the Hungarian Zionist

the Hungarian SS. broke into Komoly's house 


since then nothing has heard of him. 
Komoly was in charge of relief and rescue work 
among Hungarian Jews. He obtained protective 


passports for tens of thousands of them. In June, 
1944, he induced Admiral Horthy to stop the depor- 
tations of Jews. He had many opportunities to fice 
the country but preferred to remain at his post. 


JEWISH DOCTORS FOR YEMEN 


Imam Yahia of Yemen has given permission for 
four Jewish physicians to enter his country, the 
Jewish Agency im Jerusalem are informed by their 
representative in Aden. This is the first time for 
centuries that Jews have been allowed to settle in 
Yemen. 

The Jewish doctors, two of whom are women, 
will be free to treat both Jewish and Moslem 
patients. A condition of their admission is that 
they do not come as representatives of any foreign 
Organisation and that they accept: guidance from 
the Yemen Government.

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THE EGYPTIAN MEETINGS 


THE meetings of Mr. Cuurcni.t and President Roose- 
veLt with the Arab monarchs in Egypt, and the richly 
colourful pageantry that accompanied them, have planted 
the Middle East this week right in the centre of the world 
political picture. And from this place of honour the very 


great publicity accorded the reports of these happenings in . 


the British Press has certainly not shifted them. Nothing, 
however, has been reliably disclosed as to what transpired 
in the course of the conversations that took place, nor as 
to whether any proposals were put by either side. Cer- 
tainly, the fact that the discussions were conducted with 
the Arab rulers one by one, and not collectively, would 
suggest that they were at this stage mainly of an explora- 
tory character. Light will, it has been suggested, be thrown 
on these matters shortly. 4 
Meanwhile, in the absence of authentic information, 
rumour has stepped in in its liveliest mood and in all 
kinds of shapes. Most of these anticipations are, on the 


face of them, unintelligent to the point of being fantastic, . 


and can be safely dismissed. One of them, however, which, 
because it was given space in so reputable a journal as the 
New York Times and has been widely canvassed by 
speakers and writers in the United States during recent 
months, is deserving of some attention. According to the 
account of it cabled to London, the idea is that all Man- 
dates should in the future be vested in the proposed inter- 
national organisation, acting as trustee, the present 
Mandatory Powers being relieved of their charges. How 
this plan is to work has not yet been revealed. The aboli- 
tion of the separate national mandates—the replacement 
of individual responsibilities by a single collective respon- 
sibility—would certainly lessen the chances of-friction and 
ihe opportunities for intrigue and obstruction, though 
perhaps not entirely remove them. - What is more important, 
the decisions of the new collective organisation, backed by 
the resources of the “ Big Three,’ would possess an authority 
and power which the old League of Nations, far less any 
single Mandatory, could never command. 

The question remains what exactly would be meant by 
“ trusteeship.” How far, and within what limits, would 
it be prepared to interfere in political issues or in the day- 
to-day administration of the beneficiary lands? These 
considerations might not possess any great significance in 
the case of the Japanese mandated territories, but they are 
of considerable consequence in cases like. Syria or the 
Lebanon. Would France, in her understandably sensitive 
mood, be content®to part with -her treasured separate 
interests in these countries? Would Britain be ready to pawn 
her own important strategic interests in the Mediterranedn. 
with any group of nations, however strong? Could 
strategic considerations somehow be separated from those 
of administration or of supervision in other respects?. The 
rumoured plan has. nothing to say specifically of the 
It merely, therefore, transfers 
that problem from Britain to a group of Powers. What it 
is proposed that they should do about it, whether Palestine 
is to become as Jewish as Britain is British, and how an 
understanding with the Arabs. on that basis is. to be 
reached is so far unrevealed. Yet, for Jews, as indeed for 
all peoples, these issues are of incalculable and far-reaching 
consequence. 

If the principle of joint trusteeship is to be established 
there is, of course, no need for its uniform application to 
all territories, irrespective of how different their develop- 
ment may be. Collective responsibility by the United 
Nations might be expressed in one land in this area by the 
presence of a mere observer; in another by active care of 
the entire administration, There need be no rigidity of 


method, nor fixity of degree of control. The guiding prin-. 
_ ciples would be adequately based on a first priority of 


world interests.and, as to a second, on, thé interests of the 
peoples of the lands concerned. Palestine, it cannot be 
too strongly insisted, has a special significance all its own. 
As the only means already partly, and thus far successfully, 
tried of coping with the Jewish problem, its destiny is a 
grave concern for the whole world. If the experience of 
this war has not demonstrated that, then the world has 
missed one of the greatest lessons of this conflict and is 
past all teaching. It would be mere idle chatter to prate 
of peace, if what has been proved to be the one universally 
potent instrument in the hands of the war-makers were left 
available for future aggressors... This problem of the home- 


less Jew has to be settled in the only country where that 


is possible, and now is the appointed tim@. The matter is 
one that concerns the future peace and happiness of the 
whole family of nations. It is also one in which their 
conscience and.moral standards are deeply involved. 

Ihe moral basis on which the United Nations can very 
properly ground their right to trusteeship of the Middle East 
is their proclaimed’ determination te bring to mankind 
freedom from fear of war and physical violence and free- 
dom trom economic want. On those grounds they are 
tully entitled to refuse to allow so vital an area as the 
Middle East to fester as a poisonous ulcer of intrigue 
corruption, backwardness, and human want. They are 
fully entitled to take Steps to see to it that the Middle East 
shall bear some share of the burden of assuring the world 
of the four freedoms—even if that share be inevitably far, 


far tess, even proportionally, than what the European nations 
and China and the Big Three themselves will have had to 
sacrifice for this common weal. They would be surely 
entitled, on grounds of world interests, to insist that Pales- 
tine be permitted to play the part that only Palestine can 
play in solving the Jewish problem by receiving as many 
Jews as wish to go there and by being given every facility 
to develop into a Jewish State or Dominion of the British 
Empire if its inhabitants ultimately so wish. over- 
whelming might of the United Nations could guarantee 
Palestine’s freedom from interference by surrounding Arab 
States, just as it would guarantee the safety of those States 
and re-insure what has already been pledged a thousand 
times by every party and group in Zionism and Jewry—the 
complete equality in status of all non-Jewish inhabitants of 
Palestine, however great a majority Jews should attain there. 
In the search for freedom from want, it is fair to say that 
a Jewish Palestine is the key to this state of affairs in the 
Middle Eastern countries, for Jewish Palestine alone in that 
area gives a really high promise of becoming an economic 
nucleus of life from which wealth and an increased 
standard of living will spread throughout the scattered 
poverty-stricken masses in those lands. As an economic 
restorative, indeed, a vigorous and enterprising Jewry in 
Palestine would be a godsend to that troubled area, and 


ensure for it a stability which would contribute powerfully 


to the building of a lasting world peace. 
On such foundations, we believe; there must be a good 
prospect of Palestine becoming a real Jewish National 


Home and of its winning the ultimate support of Arabs | 


in general. Objections on grounds.of sovereign rights of 
this, that, or the other Arab State, or would-be State, could 
scarcely survive the application of a sense of realism, for 
while a backward and small people are insecure their 
nominal sovereignty has little more substance in it than a 
flattering illusion, whereas the security provided under 
some system of collective responsibility by the great Powers 
would be a solid and tangible blessing and a real guarantee 
of freedom. With such security and with the economic 
nourishment of a freely developing Jewish Palestine, the 
Arabs of the Middle East—and we mean the masses of 
the Arabs, not the handful of wealthy and merciless 
exploiters thereof—would gain in ease of.mind and in 
comfort and happiness beyond their wildest dreams to-day. 
And they would lose—precisely nothing. n 


TOWARDS HARMONY 


A RESOLUTION authorising the creation of a Commitice ‘of 
representatives of the Board of Deputies, the American Jewish 
Conference, and the World Jewish Congress for the purpose 
of working out the means by Which consultation and co- 
ordination among themselves “and such other bodies as are 
in agreement with their general policy may be most effectively 


secured and their common objectives affecting post-war Jewish . 


needs attained,” was brought up and passed at the Deputies’ 
meeting on Sunday. Professor Brodetsky, who introduced this 
motion, stressed its urgency,: and, with only two months 
separating us from the United Nations Conference at San 
Francisco, the plea seemed not without substance. It was a pity, 
however, that time could not be found either for including the 
resolution in the agenda of Sunday’s meeting, or for sending 
out an additional notice to the members that it would be sub- 
mitted on this occasion. This would have given the Deputies 
some time at least in which to reflect upon the subject and 
clarify their own thoughts on it; it might also, by the import- 
ance obviously attached to the matter, have ensured a larger 
attendance than the handful that remained at the late hour 
when the resolution was brought up. This apart, the basic 
motiye which seems to have inspired the zesolution will, in 
broad outline, be generally accepted. Consultation between 
representative Jewish bodies in the principal Jewries of the 
world on points of common interest, as well as co-ordination. 
which we take to mean such mutual assistance as the exchange 
of ideas and information, would be of very real value. Whether 
to achieve this relatively simple aim it was necessary to create 
two instruments—first the Committee now proposed, And later 
the consulting machinery, does not seem so clear. One would 


have thought that the existing appropriate committees. here 


and in America, would have sufficed. 


NO JAUNTS TO SAN FRANCISCO 


Tue reference in the resolution to “other bodies” who are 
in agreement with the general policy of the conveners is wel- 
come, and one is willing to believe is intended to be construed 
in the largest and most tolerant sense. Indeed, such an inter- 


pretation would, alone, be likely to further what little - 


influence the Jewish cause has left in the post-Hitler world. 
Equally to be welcomed is Professor Brodetsky’s assurance 
that there was no intention on the part of the bodies in 
question of “representing themselves as ‘taking the lead in 
Jewry.” There was no intention, he said, of setting up a new 
international organisation (one such, oddly enough, ajready 
figures in the composition of the Committee now to be formed). 
It may be presumed that this implies that no united approach to 
the San Francisco Conference is contemplated, and that the 
colourful rumours in circulation about a delegation representing 
the results of the impending consultation being sent there 
are unfounded, Any delegation of the kind presenting itself 
as the mouthpiece of world Jewry, or even giving the appear- 
ance of such authority, would be open to all the objections 
more than once explained in these columns. It would have no 
locus standi and would therefore be’ an open invitation to 
wholesale rebufis with disastrous effects on Jewish prestige 
generally. It would not lend force fo the Jewish case but, 
if anything, rather tend to detract from it. For practical pur- 
poses, the delegates would seek the aid of their own national 
delegations to put forward their views, and so we should have 
diplomatically, the worst 8f both worlds, with a fine crop .of 
additional suspicion. and contempt as a final harvest. 


“WHAT IS EVERYBODY'S BUSINESS...” 


NorTHING would express Jewish unanimity more convincing), 
than if the Jewish attitudes were expressed independently— 
after consultation through the proposed machinery—by each 
community to its own Government, and the United Nations 
left collectively to realise Jewish unity for themselves. The 
important Governments are interseted in and impressed by 1))c 
representations of their own nationals; .international efforts jo, 
a sectional interest like ours whith is presented as everybody . 
business they regard as nobody's, and easily brush aside. Bui 
a simultaneous appeal by the leading Jewries to their Govern- 
ments on the basis of common principles would compel a 
direct interest in the matter. If the Deputies’ efforts at establish- 
ing quick contact with American and other Jewries has thi, 
objective in view then it is deserving of strong support. Let 
us hope that they will seek with genuine enthusiasm as w ide 
a co-operation in Anglo-Jewry as possible and will proceed 
with a persuasiveness that will liquidate in advance any active 
opposition even from those who cannot be prevailed upon to 
“join in.” After all, it is on the absence of opposition that the 
success of the effort must eventually rest. 


THE FEDERATION ELECTIONS 


IN January, the Council of the Federation of Synagogues, 
following years'of effort by the Constitutional Group, and 
stirred by the bracing effects of regained liberty, eventually 
agreed—in a spirit of mutual embraces and mazzeltovs—to 
hold the long, long overdue election of Hon. Officers and 
Executive on February 28. One- personality of outstanding 
performance in the Federation's affairs, Major Bernard Homa, 
L.C.C.. is offering himself for the post of President. Together with 
his colleagues of the Constitutional Group which he formed. 
he has laboured over many years, with signal courage and 
devotion and in the-teeth of almost baffling difficulties, to place 
the Federation on a proper democratic footing as befits both 
its purpose in life and the considerable possibilities it possesses. 
After his Group's triumph last month in compelling an election. 
it seemed there would be little likelihood of real opposition to 
his candidature for the Presidency. Last week, however, and in 
all the circumstances, somewhat surprisingly, another seriows 
candidate presented himself—as, of course, he was perfectly 
entitled to do—-in the person of Mr. Aaron Wright. Membe: 
of a highly respected communal family, as a communal worker, 
as an active member of the Council of the United Synagogue. 
and particularly as President of the Jewish National Fund in 
this country, Mr. Wright has rendered good service {o the 
Jewish cause, Judged by the test of orthodox loyalty there js 
little to choose between him and Dr. Homa. Mr. Wright, how- 
ever, has never up to now interested himself specially in 
Federation matters, despite membership of a Federation S\na- 
gogue, whereas Dr. Homa’s record in. this respect is public 
property. In the niatter of loyalty to Zionism, there is similar!) 
little to choose between the two candidates, Dr. Homa being 
a former J.N.F. Vice-President and a member of the Mizrachi 
Council. The fact cannot be overlooked that in the presenti 


communal set-up, whoever holds the Presidency of the Federa- - 


tion is in a position to exercise considerable influence at the 
Board of Deputies, where the representatives of Federation 
Synagogues, etc.. comprise what is for practical. purposes a 
reliable “ solid majority.” Neither of these cahdidates, we are 
sure, would so far sully .the office to which he aspires as 
deliberately to exploit this position in the way it has been done 
in the past. But it is important that in making. their selection 
the Council should choose a man of the utmost strength of 
character and political*independence, since there are well-known 
and ingenious communal influences only too anxious to scek 
their own political objectives through the Federation’s President 
if the incumbent of that office is for any reason amenable to such 
efforts. It is unfertunate for Mr. Wright that he. is being open!) 
supported by men who figured in the past discredited regime: 
and for both candidates that a large ‘number of nominations 
have been entered whith must tend to confuse the election. 


A GREAT PRIVILEGE 


One argument heard is that Dr. Homa, being on active 
service with the British Army on the Continent, would be 
unable to take office, if elected. But that disabiligy should not 
be of long duration, and meanwhile he has severa} colleagues 
of the Constitutional Group who have very plainly shown 
themselves possessed of ability and efficiency and who together 
with other Federation workers could be trusted to carry on the 


duties of the Presidential office during Dr. Homa’s absence. — 


Certainly, the latter’s inexhaustible interest in and experience 
of the Federation, combined with his years of work in the 
L.C.C., would be of very great value in leading the Federa- 
tion into the happier futuré it should soon begin to enjoy. Indeed, 
having regard to what went on under the forwer dictatorship, 
it might be no bad thing for the Federation if the Presidentia! 
chair were occupied by an absentee for a little while, since 1 
would give the greatest opportunity for both Hon. Officers 
and Council to break with the evil spirit of the past and would 
encourage these men to develop just that democratic state of 
affairs for which Dr, Homa and his group have been working, 
viz., a Council capable of maintaining its authority over the 


Executive instead of acting as the cowed, cringing instrument | 


of the powers that be. It would also help to provide more «nd 
suitable alternatives in case of future Presidential vacancies. 


It is for the Federation to decide between the claims of the 


rival candidates, and, most of all, to decide to which of their 
respective qualifications the most decisive weight should be 
attached, The Federation can be a great reservoir of spiritual 
power in the testing days that lie ahead of British Judais™. 
This is a proud privilege, but it confers a great obligation. 
To be faithful to that supreme duty will not only win it honour 
and respect, but the gratitude of all among us who still hold 
Judaism to be our greatest possession of all, as it most 
unquestionably is our greatest need. |

THE LATE HENRIETTA SZOLD 


Thousands of mourners from all parts of the 
Yishuy joined the cortege when the late Henrietta 
Szold. was borne to her last resting-place last week. 
Those attending the impressrve ceremonies included 
boys and girls whom she had rescued from Hitler, 
women who had worked with her. in her social ser- 
vices: Government and civic representatives: and 
heads of the Jewish religious and national organisa- 
tions. From early morning delegations streamed 
into Jerusalem from towns, colonies, and Kibbut- 
zim, and all filed past thé body of Miss Szold, which 
was lying in state in the hall of the Szold School of 
Nursing. 

After Kaddish was recited by Judge Frumkin 
and Dr. J..L. Magnes, the bier was carried out 
by Dr. Weizmann, Dr. Magnes, Mr. Remez, Mr. 
Ben Zvi, Rabbi Ostrovsky, and Judge Frumkin. 
The procession went to the Hebrew University and 
then on to. the cemetery on the Mount of Olives. 

At the grave a young boy of the Youth Aliyah 
recited Kaddish “ for the repose of the soul of our 
beloved mother.” 

Tributes to Miss Szold have been issued by the 
Executive of the World Zionist Organisation, the 
Jewish Agency, Vaad Leumi, Wizo Executive, 
Children and Youth Aliyah, National Board of 
Hadassah, Board of Deputies of British Jews, and 
Jewish State Party. 


London Memorial Meeting 


At a memorial meeting held at 77, Great Russell 

Street, W.C.1, on Tuesday, Prof. S. Brodeisky, who 
presided, referred to Miss Szold as* one of the 
reatest women the Jewish people had produced 
or a long time. She represented the Jewish people 
in a way that no one clse had done during the 
last few generations. 

Lord Samuel recalled that Lady Samuel and he 
had been present in Palestine at the celebration of 
Henrietta Szold’s 60th birthday, and at that time, 
nearly a quarter of a century ago, she had ajready 
had behind her a great record of achievement. In 
sorrow they mourned her death but in pride they 
enshrined her memory to be honoured by the 
generations to come as one of the great pioncers 
of the Jewish National Home in Palestine. 

Mr. H. Sacher said that he considered the work 
of the Hadassah, which Henrietta Szold inspired 
and created, was one of the. most memorable 
achievements in the history of Palestine. 7

INTER-GOVERNMENTAL 
COMMITTEE 


_ Speaking to the Association of Jewish Refugees 
in Great Britain at Holy ‘Trinity Church Hall, 
Finchley Road, N.W.3, recently, the Deputy High 
Commissiener. for Refugees and Assistant Director 
of the Inter-Governmental Committee on Refugees, 

r. G. G. Kullmann, said that the reorganisation of 
the Committee had been carried forward very vigor- 
ously and they were gradually getting ready to 
cope with the bigger problems which would await 
them when hostilities in Europe had ceased. 

He could not imagine the work of the Inter- 
governmental Committee being carried on without 
the help and devotion of private voluntary bodies. 

Dr. Kullmann outlined what had been accom- 
Plished by the Committee and said that in the 
held of preservation and rescue they had worked 
in close collaboration with the United States War 
Refugee Board. 

The financial assistance, stressed Dr. Kulimann, 
which had been made available to Jews in hiding in 
occupied countries, had been used for maintenance 
and to enable people to escape to neutral territories. 

cre had been special schemes of rescue which 
enumerated. 

He referred to the transfer of 5,000 abandoned 
children from-occupied France into Switzerland. 

But however ingenious had been all the various 
aitempts at rescue, the only real solution was the 
advance of the Allied Forces into the heart of Ger- 
many, The most gigantic rescue operation carried 
out by the Allies was not due to any efforts of 
their Committees, or of any individual voluntary 
agency, but to the exertiéns of the Allied Armies.

Following some discussion, Prof. Brodetsky said 
that definite action was being taken to try to estab-

Some Deputies in further discussion (when the 
attendance had dropped to only a small number) 
expressed the wish for a special meeting to be 
called to consider it before accepting the proposal, 
but Prof. Brodetsky suggested that the urgency of 
the matter brooked no delay. 

On a show of hands, two voted for a special 
pow and the original resolution was thereupon 
carried, 

During the earlier part of the proceedings, in 
— meeting, various proposed amendments to 
the Board’s constitution and. by-laws were dis- 
cussed. Dr. M. Epstein, Chairman of the Law and 
Parliamentary Committee, said the changes pro- 
posed by the. Committee were all intended ‘to 
tighten up certain aspects of the constitution that 
the Committee had found weak. 

One alteration adopted allowed congregations to 
elect an additional Deputy for every complete 200 
members in excess of the first 200, instead of, as 
formerly, for every 100. Other clauses laid down 
the procedure for election of Deputies at general 
meetings of mermbers of congregations and the sub- 
mitting of returns to the Secretary of the Board. 
A new clause provided the means for the Board's 
self-dissolution before the usual term and the sub- 
sequent new general election. The Board decided 
agamst a provision for postal votes. 


One-Year Qualification Maintained 


An amendment moved by Mr. Percy Cohen, 
C.B.E. (West London), and seconded by Mr. F. 
Renton (Old Boys’ Club), calling for three years’ 
membership of a congregation instcad of the pre- 
sent qualification of one year for a would-be Deputy 
was negatived after a discussion by 43. votes to 
44. Another amendment moved by the same two 
Deputies, which sought to assure that remittances 
in respect of assessments should be certified as 
being borne out of the congregation’s or institu- 
tion's funds was also lost. 

Mr. H. S. Schildkraut (Order Achei Brith) moved 
and Mr. A. D. N. Nabarro (Spanish and Portu- 
guese) seconded an amendment calling for the 
election of a Chairman and Deputy-Chairman at 
the first meeting.of the Board, to preside and direct 
the business at board meetings. It was not, said 
Mr. Schildkraut, intended as a reflection on the 
President, but was intended to allow him to keep 
his mind free from the direction of proceedings 
and to be able to consult with his colleagues on 
the platform on the choice of speaker to answer 
criticisms or debate. 

The amendment was lost.

paragraph which recorded the Committee's decision 
to approach the Government in order to obtain 
further elucidation of its and the War Crimes 
Commission’s attitude to the question of punish- 
ment for crimes committed agains} the Jews in 
enemy countries.

HISTORY OF SHEFFIELD JEWRY 


Tussle with Jew-Baiters a Century Ago 


“ The History of the Jews in Sheffield in the 
19%h Century ” was the subject of a paper read 
before the Jewish Historical Society by Mr. Egic 
Lipson, lasi week, at 115, Wigmore Street, W.1. 
Mr. Albert M. Hyamson, O.B.E., presided. 

Mr. Lipson said that before 1800 few Jewish 
families were resident in Sheffield and information 
about them was exceedingly scanty. He knew for 
certain of no Jews there before 1790, when it is 
said two brothers, Philip and Isaac Bright, arrived 
in Sheffield. 

THe Jewish Curonicte had recorded that the 
Sheffield congregation “ was founded in 1824-5585 
by a Minyan held in the house of one. Salomon 
Myers, who kept a Shochet of his own, there 
being at that time only three.or four Jewish families 
in the town.” 

Mr. Lipson traced. the gradual growth of the 
community, quoting particularly from THe Jewish 
CHRONICLE and the Voice or Jacon. It was 
recorded in November, 1845, that Maurice Bright, 
eldest son of Isaac Bright, having been active in 
procuring the incorporation of the Borough, was 
clected a town Councillor, “an honour altogether 
unsolicited by himself.’’ 

Bright's presence at the Town Council added 
Piquancy to the proceedings on January 12, F848, 
when it was moved by Councillor John William 
Smith and seconded by Councillor William 
Anthony Mathews “ That a petition from_ this 
Council be presented to both Houses of Parha- 
ment praying for the removal of all civil and 
political disabilities affecting Her Majesty's Jewish 
subjects and that a copy of such Petition be 
entered on the minutes of this Council's pro- 
ceedings.” 

Whereupon an amendment was moved by Mr. 
Councillor Ironside and seconded by Mr, Coun- 
cillor Henry Payne declaring that a_ petition for 
the removal of these disabilities “* will be certain 
to place the entire government of the country in 
the hands of the Jews, who never produced any 
wealth but live entirely on the labour of the 
people in consequence of having the complete con- 
trol of the money of all civilised nations; that the 
petition do also pray for the enfranchisement of 
the people as a necessary counteracting power. 

On being put to the vote the amendment was 
negatived by a large majority and the original 
motion was agreed to unanimously.

“If you go to the Government and are asked for your 
opinion in cegard to the proposal that ihe contro! of imm- 
gration should be given to the Jewish Agency for Paicstine— 
would you support this proposal? “; the answer was in the 
nemative. Mr. Stein devoted the second part of his Ictter to 
an explanation as to why in fact be is against the proposal 
under discussion. Let me therefore restate our policy in 
regard to the future of Palestine. We urge: (1) that as soon 
as possible the British Government, in conjunction with the 
United Nations, should declare that Palestine would be estab- 
| lished as a Jewish State or Jewish Commonwealth at the end 
of a brief transition period; and (2) that as the first act of devo- 
i lution of functions of government, the Jewish Agency should 
be vested with the control of immigration and colonisation. 
Mr. Stein and his colleagues must be aware that the constitu- 
tional history of: the British Empire abounds in instances of 
devolution of goveromental suthority. When Mr. Stein 
implics that this proposal has not been carefully thought out, 
he is administering an unwarranted rebuke to Dr. We:rzmann., 
David Ben Gurion, Professor Brodetsky, and Mr. Sherink, 
who would not have adopted such a policy except after mature 
and very careful consideration. Mr. Stein's admonition con- 
cetning rational discussion would have struck a more convinc- 
ing note had not the A.J.A., of which he is President, rushed 
with its own document to the Government. The A.J.A. sails 
under the banner of a laree-rale Jewish immigration into 
Palestine, but provides no coherent and practical policy for 
its achievement.—Ma.

I note shat Mr. Porton accepts the binding force of Toray 
and “ Talmudical authorities."” [ must point out, however 
that the distinction he seeks to make between Torah ang 
Shuichan Aruch has no Oasis in fact The Shulchan Arych 
is not, as he would appear to suggest, a set of man-made jaws 
compiled to suit the conditions of 4 particular peri. It 
is a summary of the decisions of earlier Torah authorities 
(chiefly Maimonides and Rabbenu Jacob Baal-HaTurim), 
themselves based exclusively on the Talmud, and covering ihe 
whole field of present-day Torah-life. The Shuichan Arup 
is thus no more than a milestone in the continuous line of 
Torah-tradition from Sinai and the Oral Law, through Mishng 
and Talmud, to the present day. His attempt to find suppor; 
for his views by completing my qugtation from the Sifre ix 
equally unfortunate. The full context completely hears om 
my point (Sifre on Deut., xxxii., 2): “ As rain agitates the 
herbs and protects them from worms, 80 should 
tinually investigate the words of the Torah. thar we 
forget them. And so said Rabbi Jacob b. R. Chanina 
Come, let us investigate the laws, s0 that they shall nor grow 
rusty.” It could hardly be stated more plainly that if any 
of the laws of the Torah grow rusty in our minds, it is from 
lack of use and lack of understanding on our part. There 
remains the question of the Rabbinical laws (G'zero:h ang 
Takkanoth), which were. enacted as a safeguard of the 
Mitzvoth against the frailty of human nature. The Rabbic 
authority for making such protective legislation, and i:s bing. 
ing force when made, are themselves derived from the Torah 
(Levit., xviii., 30; Sifra, ibid; Deut., xvii., 10-11; Maimonides, 
Hilchoth Mamrim, i..

Gas Industry's Research 


fur gas industry is te be congratulated on -the 
extensive researches it has made into the many 
problems affecting the comfort of the post- 
war home. Although for five years, gas, like is 
millions of users, has been on war service, it has 
found time to look ahead towards the future, and 
.9 incorporate in its plans many of the revolutionary 
advances which war demands have evoked. 
appliances it offers for the post-war home set up 
new standards and usher in a new and more satis- 
factory era for the housewife and mother. 

In the first place, the need for deliberate plan- 
ning has been accepted. At an exhibition held at 
Dorland Hall, Regent Street, London, which was 
recently declared open by Lord Woolton, the model 
kitchens. shown, for instance, have been designed 
as a primary part of the house, and even for flats 
there is an example of the back-to-back plumbing 
which ensures that bathroom and kitchen systems, 
backing cach other, are inside the building, thus 
compleicly ensuring the safety of the pipes even in 
the coldest weather. 

There is nothing elaborate or luxurious about the 
kitchens in the exhibition and they do not abound 
with the sort of gadgets that so often go wrong at 
the most inconvenient moment, or which require 
a specialised mechanical knowledge to adjust and 
maintain, Everything has been simplified and 
made practical, ._The living-room-kitchen is a good 
example. It has a partition which dit*ides the work- 
ing part from the living-room section, and as it is 
only four feet six inches high, the mother is able, 
while cooking, to keep an eye on her children, 
or listen to the wireless, or carry on a conversation 
she started before it was time to get a meal. 

Opening out of this kitchen is a utility room, 
the modern and highly improved equivaient of the 
old wash-house, It has a tiled floor, a large sink, 
wash-boiler, fitted underneath with removable 
draining-board, a gas-heated drying cupboard, and 
it opens direct onto the garden or other open space 
in which to dry clothes in finé weather. Along 
one wall is fitted a work-bench with space for 
storing, tools, 


For Winter and for Summer 


The dining-room section of the kitchen has a 
built-in seat along two sides of the dinimg-table. 
The whole room is heated by a coke boiler which 
also heats the water in the winter, while in the 
summer an independent gas heater gives both the 
kitchen and bathroom hot water and a gas. fire 
provides warmth for chilly evenings. 

Among the many innovations is a new type of 
gas-cooker with a griller compartment incorporated 
in the oven. This gives more heat than the external 
griller and is quicker and more economical. _ 


The “ Package Kitchen ™ is really a kitchen unit 


which cah be fitted into any room. It is pre- 
fabricated, can be delivered in parts, and is ready 
for quick assembly. The example shown at the 
exhibition measures 5 feet 6 inches long by 6 feet 
9 inches high, and has a depth of 1 foot 9 inches. 
It is no more bulky and takes up no more room 
than a cocktail bar, It contains a gas-cooker, 
water-heater, gas refrigerator, and a sink and 
draining-board of enamelled steel. The cupboards 


are made from a new substance called anodized - 


aluminium, which is aluminium hardened so that 
its surface remains permanently bright and shiny. 
The cupboard. doors are interlined with cork to 
ensure good fitting and absence of dust. 

Incidentally, in all the kitchens, mechanical ex- 
tractors are fitted to ensure that the atmosphere is 
free from cooking smells and steam. 

The kitchen for a larger house has an automatic 
gas-fired central heating and hot-water plant which 
is housed in a boiler room adjoining the kitchen 
and serves the whole building. One side of the 
kitchen is completely given up to store cupboards 
and a larte built-in refrigerator, On the window 
side there is a long work-table of stainless steel 
fitted with a special sink for vegetable preparation. 
A double sink for washing-up is separate. There 
are heated towel and teacloth rails, and a work- 
table made of stainless steel, with a marble slab 
for pastry. 

One of the most marked tendencies of kitchen- 
planning is at long last to recognise thai the house- 
wife appreciates congenial and pleasant surround- 
ings, and that her tasks, even if arduous, can and 
should be lightened by a pleasant atmosphere.

CAREERS. ADVICE 


A. most interesting variation in the career of 
trained nurse is dealt with in the January issue of 
the “ Production and Engineering Bulletin " issued 
for industrial and factories by the 
Ministry of Labour and National Service and the 
Ministry of Production. It is that of industrial 
nurse, the type of nurse*who is engaged, not im a 
hospital or a nursing home, but in a factory OF 
group of factories, and the career offers wide and 
interesting scope. “A _ recognised certificate in 
industrial nursing is a hall-mark of qualification for 
this class of nursing,’ says the article, and this cer- 
tificate can be obtained by State Registered Nurses 
after a special course of training organised by the 
Royal College of Nursing. The courses are held 
periodically at different centres and extend over a 
period of three months. Further, it is stated, it is 
possible for candidates alread employed in indus- 
iry to obtain the certificate through part-time and 
correspondence courses, particulars of which can 
be obtained from the Education Department, Royal 
College of Nursing, Henrietta Place, Cavendish 
Square, London, W.1. The Ministry of Labour 
and National Service gives assistance to selected 
State Registered Nurses to enable them to take a 
course of instruction, and details can be obtained 
from the Director of Public Relations of that Minis- 
try, St. James's Square, London, S.W.1. To show 
the scope of the profession, it may be stated that 

«the Annual Report for 1943 of the Chief Inspector 

of Factories showed that there were in industry 
8,385 nurses with hospital training, about half of 
whom were State Registered.

“My dear ——, I have just returned from a 
very strenuous tour of the 14th Army front line, 
and your letters certainly did much to restore the 
strehgth of a very tired man. For nearly three 
weeks I have lived—that is, slept, worked 
eaten—in my car. Mostly my driver and i sub- 
sisted on the barest rations which we carried with 
us, as most of the units we visited were strictly 
rationed, too, most of the food being dropped by

“It will interest you to know that I saw a 
number of my men in a small town within 24 
hours of its capture, and while there was still 

rave danger from Jap snipers and booby traps. 
Obviously my men were very surprised to sec me, 
but believe me, it would have done the Jewish Hos- 
pitality Committee good to have seen the delight 
written on the faces of these men when I pro- 
duced the tins of English cigarettes, because cigar- 
ettes of any kind are very difficult to obtain. I 
also reached within two miies or so of ——— but 
the shelling became so acute that I was advised 
to go no further, and the men I wished to see 
were sent to me... . 

“The Jewish Hospitality Committee have been 
very good in the way they have been sending out 
the amenities and books. I cannot tell you how 
the men appreciate them, and .many expressed 
their desire to write a letter of thanks to the 
Committee. I, too, am writing to them... .

PURIM IN. GERMANY 
‘Jewish Soldiers to Hold Services

ROOT VEGETABLES 


Artichosen, 1 Ib.; small leek or onion: flour, 
1 oz.; fat, 1 oz.; curry powder and chutney (or 
jam), a heaped teaspoon of each; liquid, 3 pini. 
Scrus artichokes very thoroughly and cook ig 
boiling salted water till tender. Then drain, remove 
skins, and ee into a cas#role. Cut leek or onion

Soak beans overnight in warm water, to which 
4 teaspoonful soda bicarb. has been added. Pour 
off the water and cook in fresh water til! tender. 
Scrape and slice carrots and boil these also till 
tender. Strain vegetables, reserving the water in 
which they were cooked. 

Melt margarine and add the onion or !eck and 
cook very gently with the lid on the saucepan for 
10 minutes, then stir in flour, smoothly and grady- 
ally add } pint vegetable water. Stir til! boiling, 
add carrots and beans, season to taste, and simmer 
gently for 10 minutes. Sprinkle liberally with 
chopped parsley before serving. 


Swede Croquettes 

Masa some left over swedes, add a reconstituted 
egg, a spoonful of tomato sauce, a_ itcaspoonful 
pickle, Capers or nasturtium seeds. and 
sufficient bread crumbs to make a stiff mixture. 
Season with salt and pepper, _With floured hands 
roll into cork shaped croquettes, dip in égg and 
bread crumbs and fry a golden brown in deep fat.

NEED FOR INDIVIDUAL EFFORT 


It will be a difficult task for this country to recover and 
increase: its pre-war export trade sufficiently to maintain, 
let alone improve, its standard of living. Every cffort must 
be made, therefore, to recover and expand not only visible, 
but also invisible exports, including shipping, insurance, 
and finance. So far as it is compatible with a policy of 
full emp’oyment in this country, | include in the latter 
term participation along the lines I have already indicated 
in the industrialisation of other countrics—a process which, 
in my opinion. is inevitabie.
